HOW TO SOW FLAX 

Flax seed may be sown .rom the 
sowing season on until] the 
middle of June. All things considered, 
May is the best montn in which to 
sow. A well-worked and fine seed b 
should be made by using disk and haf 
row and sometimes roller also. Not 
making a seed bed is one of the com- 
monest. mistakes of flax growers. The 
seed is best sown usually with a press 
drill and to the depth of 11-2 to 212 
inches ordinarily, according to the na- 
ture of the land. About three pecks 
of seed per acre are enough, a larger 
quantity being sown on worn ‘land than 
on land in good condition.

Bankers Say It Hae Practically Be- 
come a Art. ; . 

There ts one art among crimi- 
nals, one trade which United States 
sectet. service men have seemingly 
wiped out to the very last man, This 
is the. art of counterfeiting currency. 
Kanste City bank officials say that for 
eight years not one spurious pank 
note worthy of passing comment has 
been handled in the Méney world. 
They declare that the day of the suc- 
cessful counterfeiter has come to an 
end. 

“Not a bank note which fools the ex- 
perts je on the market,” said WB. F, 
Swinney, president of the First Na- 
tional bank. “There is counterfeit cur 
rency, plenty of it,” he said, “but it's 
a kind detected almost at a glance. 
Inspection of it quickly reveals the 
| flaws. Usually the work is clumsy. 
But not since the notorious gang in’ 
Philadelphia which made the famous 
‘Monrof hundred’ was wiped out has 
there been a really clever counterfeiter 
at work, At least we have no record 
of any. 

“The “Monroe hundred’ was a $100 
silver certificate with the face of Pres- 
ident Monroe stamped upon it. It was 
of a series of 1891, check letter D. Till- 
man register, Morgan treasurer. It 
was an absolutely perfect counterfeit. 
Experts in the treasury department 
were fooled by it. The notes became so 
numerous and were accepted so ex- 
tensively that the government calle 
in its entire issue of the bill, amount- 
ing to several million dollars. Even 
now a Monroe hundred is occasionally 
picked up, and it is almost impossible 
to tell whether it is genuine or no:., 

“The only difference between the 
genuine bill and the counterfeit was 
in the shape of the figures 3 and 4 and 
the length of the bill. In the figure 3 
the lower loop did not extend up so 
far toward the center of the figure as 
it should have extended. In the figure 
4 the space between the base and the 
center cross line was narrower than it 

“The gang which made the ‘Monroe 
hundred’ was arrested in Philedelphia 
in 1899. The plates which printed the 
bills were recovered and the counter- 
feiters sentenced to long terms in pris- 
on.”—Kansas City Star.: 


Zero. 

Ry the centigrade thermometer zero, 
| or 0 degree, represents the freezing 
point of water and 100 degrees the boil- 
ing point. By our’ Fahrenheit scale 
| the freezing point of water is 32 de- 
| grees, and zero, or 0 degree, is the 
temperature of a mixture of snow or 
ice and s2!t, which was the greatest 
cold known to Mr. Fahrenheit. When 
we speak of degrees of frost we mean 
the number of degrees below water's 
; freezing point. But sometimes the 
| thermometer falls below 0 degree, and 
then it is a ease of degrees below zcro 
Soon we will have another complica- 
tion, for scientists hope to reach abso- 
lute zero, which is 459% degrees below 
Fahrenheit zero and 273 degrees below 
centigrade zero. Below that it is sup- 
posed that there is no greater cold. 
We have already gone to within 10 de 
grees C€. of this absolute zero, and 
there is a competition to be the first 
there, like the race for the north pole. 

—Pearson's, 
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Halley's Approaching Comet. 

The astronomers are bestirring them- 
selves in preparation for the return of 
one of the most famous of all comets, 
that which bears the name of Halley. 
It is the greatest comet Known to have 
been seen at more than one return, its 
average period being about seventy- 
five years. It was last seen in 1835 
and will, according to most recent cal- 
culations, be visible again early inp 
1910. The object of the astronomers 
at present is to predict the moment of 
its perihelion passage with the utmost 
possible accuracy. Dr. Holetschek of 
Vienna thinks it will be visible with 
telescopes as early as January, 1910, 
and that by March everybody may see 
it with the naked eye. Later in the 
year it is likely to make a startling 
display several hours before sunrise 
in the northern quarter of the sky.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


Coin Collectians. 

The United States is said to have the 
smallest collection of rare coins of any 
government possessing a coin collec- 
tion. At the present time the collec 
tion contains not more than 20,000 
pieces, and the government expends 
only $300 annually for additions to this 
collection. The Bibliotheque Nationale 
of Paris owns 350,000 pieces, the Roy- 
a] Cabinet of Coins at Berlin contains 
pena coins, the British museum pos- 

250,000, the Numismatic Cabi- 
cas of Munich containg 180,000 and the 
Archaeological museum at Madrid con- 
tains 120,000 coins, There are thirteen 
other government coln collections In 
Burope, containing feom 20,000 to 9%.,- 
000 coins. 


Public Spirited. 

General William J. Palmer, who 
founded Colorado Springs, Colo., back 
in the early seventies, has spent for 
the last three years on an aVerage of 
$12,000 a month in parks, roadways 
and bridle trails which beautify the 
city and suburbs.

The manner n which the C.P.R 
works a telephone circuit on telegraph 
lines is described as follows: Two of 


the poeprenh duplex circuits between 
Montrea

and Winnipeg are operated 
on 210-pound copper wires with re 
peaters at Fort William, Ont. These 
two wires are transposed every half | 
mile aad a telephone circuit is’ being 
worked between Montreal and North 


Bay on the same be wires. The tele 
phone circuit was thrown into service 
on December llth, and it was found to 
work exceedingly well, being almost 
as silent as the regular city telephone 
circuits. Montreal is distant from 
James Bay to Fort William, 360 miles; 
North Bay to Fort William, 635 miles; 
Fort William to Winnipeg, 427 miles— 
a total of 1,422 miles. The voltage 
used for the duplexes at Fort William 
and Montreal is 200. On the same line 
of poles for the who.e distance there 
is a wire on which is being worked the 
phantoplex betwren Montreal and 
North Bay without disturbing the con 
versation on the telephone circuit. 
This has been a complete surprise to 


the ofcials and a number of experts 
in New York, as it was expected it 
woud be necessa yy to abandon the 
phantoplex in o.der to obtain a satis 
factor telephone circuit. This. is 
thought to be the fist instance where 
a telephone circuit is workid on two 
duplex wires ‘with one of the telephone 
offices being located at a point where | 
there are no_ telegrayth repeaters. 
Other telephone circuits will be added 
to the C.P.R. telegraph system. The 
matter is in charge of W. J. Camp.

A Study of Breeds of Swine. 


An instructive pamphlet devot- 
ed to breeds of swine has. been is- 
sued from Ottawa as Bulletin No.

It 
was not until 1860 that this -breed 
was given a separate classification 
at English Shows, Among the 
chief classifications. of the York- 
shire of the present day are its do- 
cility, vigor, muscular develop 
ment and its excellent crossing 
qualities. They are said to be 
early maturing, reaching with 
yood care a marketable condition, 
weighing from 180 to 220 lbs. at 
from 6 to 7 months old. 

The Tamworth which is also de. 
scribed as belonging to the large 
breeds is traced from about 1815 
when it is said to have been intro- 
duced into Enpland from Ireland 
by Sir Robert Peel. The author 
of the Bulletin claims that this 
breed is purer than any of the oth- 
ers inasmuch as its improvent has 
been brought about almost entire- 
ly by selection of animals within 
the breed itself. It is stated to 
have received little attention out- 
side of tie counties of Leicester.

Weed Seeds in Feed and Seed. 
In the new Noxious Weeds Act 
which was passed at the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alberta 
there are two clauses which should 
be of special interest to farmers, 
seedsmen, millers and dealers in 
chopped feed and bran throngh- 
out the Province. These are: 
“13. No person shall sell or dispose 
of, or offer for sale or disposal, or 
have in his possession for sale, 
any grain, grass, clover or other 


seed, in which there is mote than 
five seeds of any noxious weed or 
weeds per thousand of such seed. 

14. No person shall purchase 
or sell, barter or otherwise dispose 
of or remove from any premises, 
shorts, chopped or 
crushed grain or cleanings con- 
taining seeds of noxious weeds un- 
less the germinating qualities of 
such seeds have been destroyed.”

It ia ‘Always « pleasure to drop in and 
have a brief chat With Internal Revenue 
Commissioner John W. Yerkes, for he 
usually haga pres to tell, Recent. 
ly be related one ring the popular 
saying that every man who comes from 
Kentucky should be hailed as “colonel.” 
In fact,.I fell into this trap myself, and 
could not résist the impulse to use a mil- 
itary title rather than plain “Mr.” When 
I-called him “colonel,” he promptly re- 
taliated by turning around ahd address- 
ing me'aé “general,”-a title to which I 
never dreamed of aspiring. He then 
continued, grimly: 

“The City of Washington is prolific in 
titles. Tt is seldom you find a man who 
may be addressed as a plain American 
citizen. It is General, Admiral, Colonel, 
Captain, United States Secretary, United 
States Commissioner, or what not, until 
it really seems to me that a time is com- 
ing when I shall not dare to pass even 
the iron doors of an elevator without 
hailing the man who operates it as ‘‘Mr.

‘THE ISLAND OF FIRE. 


Java's Geological Eccentricity the Lake 
of Boiling Mud. 

The greatest natural wonder in Java, 
{f not in the entire world, is the justly 
ce‘ebrated Gheko Kamdha Gumko or 
“home of the hot devils,” known to the 
world as the “island of fire.” This geo- 
logical eccentricity is really a lake of 
boiling mud, situated at about the cen- 
ter of the plains of Grobogana, and is 
called an island because of the gréat 
emerald sea of vegetation which sur- 
rounds it and gives it that appearance. 

The “island” is about two miles in 
circumference and is situated at a dis- 
tanee of almost exactly fifty miles 
from Solo. Near the center of this gceo- 
logical freak immense columns of soft 
hot mud may be seen continually ris- 
ing and falling Itke great timbers 
thrust through the boiling substratum 
by giant bands and then quickly with- 
drawn.

Here is a suggestion for the making 
of a box in which boots can conven- 
fently be kept and in which they will 
be preserved far better than in the 


dark, nearly inaccessible cupboard bot- | 


tom, which is their usual resting place. 

Suppose that six pairs of boots have 
to be provided for. Then the inside 
measprement of the back of the box 
should be twenty-seven Inches by twen- 


ty-seven iuches, and it should be about | 


nine inches deep. 

Besides the box itself you will re- 
quire fifty-four inches of wooden rod 
three-fourths of an Inch square, twen- 
ty-four thin wire nails one inch long 
and a few one inch screws. 

The square wooden rod should be in 
twenty-seven inch lengths to fit the 
back of the box. 

One corner of the whole length of 
this rod must be slightly rounded, so 
that its section is like that shown in 
Fig. 1. 

When this has been done, the rod 
must be measured off Jnto four and 
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DEAWING SHOWS HOW THE NAILS ARE AR- 
RANGED. 
one-half lengths, leaving two and one. 
fourth inches at either end. Halve the 
four and one-half inch lengths with 
your pencil, and at a distance of one 
half inch each side of these pencil 
marks drive a nail so that its sharp 
end protrudes a fourth of an inch from 
the top of the rod, as shown in Fig. 1. 
When you tave treated both your 
rods in this manner, they will each 


' contain six pair of nails and will look 


like Fig. 2. The rods must now be 
Screwed on to the back of the box 
four and one-half inches from the top 
and the other ten and one-half inches 
from the bottom. 

Now stand the box up and place the 
heels of the boots you wish to store 
over the nuils. You wil) find that they 
hang quite securely and are easily 
put in position or removed. 

A good finish is given if the box is 
painted inside and out with some serv- 
iceable color

DICK TURPIN’S OAK. 


Scene of Many Exploits by Famous 
Highway Man. 


A most interesting living link with 
that old past, when the highwayman 
and the footpad were the terror of 
the traveler, is still to be found at 
Finchley. This is ‘“Turpin’s Oak,” a 
sturdy, curiously forked specimen of 
Britain’s own peculiar tree, that 
stands at the corner of a narrow lane 
leading into the Great North road. 

When Finchley, now 80 cultivated 
and built upon, was mostly a great 
common, it was a favorite haunt of 
thieves and highwaymen desirous of 
coaches, 
and wagons always moving  back-

wards and forwards upon the great 
highway to the north. The oak tree 
we picture then stood out from a 
clump of smaller trees on a slight 
eminence that afforded a view of the 
North road for a considerable dis-

and deliver!’ 

There can be no doubt about this 
being the particular tree, because it 
was specially mentioned in the indict- 
ment against Palmer (Turpin’s real 
name) when he was brought to trial 
and hanged at York in April, 1739. It
